SCHOOL REPORT. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


This school has been in a very good condition during the year. 
The teacher of the summer term, Miss Sargent, has had much 
experience in teaching, and has become skilled in- the profession. 
Her services were highly profitable in the school. It is a great 
blessing to pupils to have such teachers. 

Miss Pronk was well acquainted with the school, having taught 
here very acceptably one year ago. The pupils appeared, well at 
the examination, especially the class of beginners in Greenleaf’s 
Arithmetic, who were remarkably ready and accurate in their 
answers to the questions proposed. There was evidently perfect 
harmony between teacher and pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The school in this district has been very fortunate in having the 
same teacher for three successive terms. Miss Nute is a teacher 
of large experience, and is more than ordinarily skilled in impart- 
ing knowledge, and in securing good order. The teacher, the pu- 
pils, and the whole district, labored together very earnestly for the 
good of the school. A most exceflent work was accomplished by 
the district, at the suggestion and with the aid of the teacher, in 
providing a copy of Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary for the use 
of the school. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Miss Hanson has been the teacher of this school for the last 
two and a half years. The chief things to be regretted in con- 
nection with this school are that it is so short and so small, and 
that so few pupils could be benefitted by the labors of so good a 
teacher. * ;

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DISTRICT NO, 4. 


‘he Primary Department of this school has been taught by the 
same teacher during the year of three terms. Miss Furber has had 
remarkable success in gaining the good will of her pupils. She 
has kept good order during the year. It was, at first, secured 
with much labor on the part of the teacher, but she persevered in 
her efforts, and for the past two terms has found the school quite 
easy to menage. During the last term only two pupils whispered 
without permission. It is hardly necessary to add that good pro- 
gress has been made in the branches of study taught. 

The pupils of the Grammar School in the summer deserve com- 
mendation so far as they conducted themselves with perfect pro- 
priety. The teacher, Miss Drake, is a worthy and highly accom- 
plished young lady. She labored hard to give good instruction. 
In the fall the teacher kept good order, and the school appeared 
well at the examination. 

Mr. Foss seemed to be very conscientious, and tried hard to do 
his duty, but he labored under a great disadvantage on account of 
ill health, and for this reason resigned his office, after having taught 
the first week of the winter term. 

Mr. Dustin has had a variety of experience in teaching. He 
accomplished as much for the school, in all respects, as could be 
reasonably expected of any teacher. Should he conclude to fol- 
low the business of teaching, he has reason to hope for great suc- 
cess in the profession. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The teacher of the summer term, Miss Fannie Goss, commenced 
her labors without any previous experience in teaching, but her 
educational advantages afforded her a high degree of preparation 
for the work. It seemed very easy for her to impart ideas, and 
to secure the réspect of the pupils. The examination indicated 
that there had been good order, and much progress on the part of 
the school. 

In the winter term there were several large pupils who should 
have exerted a good influence over the school, but failed to do so. 
They were not present at the exaraination, and it is impossible to 
say how much they learned, or how badly they behaved. The few 
small pupils present appeared very well. Miss Otterson is an 
amiable and well-educated young lady, and may yet attain to a 
good degree of success in teaching.

DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Miss Poor, who taught ‘the summer school, was a beginner in 
the work, yet the school appeared as well at the examination as it 
van be expected to until it shall consist of more and larger pupils. 

In the winter the school was somewhat larger, and Miss Austin 
performed the faithful and thorough work which she always does 
in the school room. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Miss Prescott, though teaching for the first time, and that in 
the district in which she resides and has recently been a pupil, 
was highly appreciated as a teacher. She was industrious, kept 
good order, and secured good progress in study.
